Mayor 
Gaynor 
was 
tnken 
at 10:30 


o'clock this morning from its resting 
place in the city hall to Trinity church, 
whore Bishop Greer read over it the sol- 
emn Kpiscop»l service for the burial of 
the dead. A standing army of citizens, 
many thousand strong—greater in num- 
ber than the throng which gazed on the 
body as it lay 
in 
state yesterday— 


blackened the sidewalks from curb to 
building line as the funeral train crept 
along tile ten blocks of lower Broadway, 
from the city hall to the church. 


The low lying clouds lifted shortly 


before the long cortege started and the 
march to the church was under an over- 
cast, skj*. from which the sun shone fit- 
fully through rifts in the clouds. Head- 
ing (he throng of marchers was a single 
line of eight mounted police. Behind 
them came, in the order named, the po- 
lice band playing the measured strains 
of the Dead March, a regiment of mount- 
ed police, twelve abreast, and another 
regiment of police on foot in linen that 
ptivtchcd across Broadway from curb to 
curb.

Praise and Blame on 


Currency Bill. 


CALLS IT 
MONOPOLY 


Washington. Sept. 22.—Samuel Un- 


terrneycr. 
counsel 
for 
the 
monetary 


trust committees of the last congress, 
gave his ideas on currency reform to- 
day to the senate banking committee. 
Mr. Untermeyer endorsed generally the 
principles of the administration currcncy 
bill, passed by the house last week, but 
suggested a number of amendments. 


"I wish it understood,"1 said Mr. Un- 


tcrmeyer, "that 
I 
am 
an unqualified 


champion of the principles on which this 
bill is based—that as an asset currency. 
;ssued through the banks as a govern- 
ment obligation and under the control or 
the government. 
But t believe the bill 


is over-generous to the bankers in free- 
ing them from complications." 


Mr. Untermeyer criticised 
adversely 


the provisions allowing bankers to deal 
in acceptances given for the exportation 
or importation of goods. 


"This is a discrimination." he said, 


"against domestic business and would 
make money cheaper to men in foreign 
trade than to deniestic merchants." 


Mr. Kntermcyer said the bill granted 


to the banks a monopoly of tho banking 
business of the country. 


"In that respect the bill is more gen- 


erous than any banking system in the 
world." said be. Mr. Untcrmcycr added 
that by using his "vivid Oriental im- 
agination" he could conceive of a situa- 
tion in which the federal reserve board, 
by fi.xlng tin- discount rate, could bring 
about a period of easy money for politi- 
cal purposes. He said he believed the 
minimum limit of one-half per cent dis- 
count rate was too low. Senator Bris- 
tow declared the small country bank- 
ers would be unfairly treated under the 
bill.

Owen endeavored to show that the coun- 
try banks would be able to hold and use

"U nle 1. am nut 
posing before vou as a prohibitionist," reads the news- 
paper report of his address, "I pledge you that i| elected 
1 will see to it that the saloon-keepers as well as other citi- 
zens obey the law ur suffer the penalty the law pre- 
scribes."

All very fine—and what a strangely familiar ring it 


hasl' Eight V^i'S ago Mr. Hosey as a candidate for niayoi 
expressed similar sentiments and declared similar pur- 
pose in the event of his election. His platform,, then 
now, declared for law enforcement, and lie was given the 
vote's of thousands of citizens of Fort Wayne in the hon- 
est belief that his administration would put an end to tin 
Sunday saloon and remove from the city the reproach it 
had earned as a practically wide-open town. What act- 
ually followed is familiar history to all who resided in this 
city during Mr. Hosey's regime as mayor. 
Instead ol 


wiping out the Sunday saloon, Mr. Hosey tacitly sanction- 
ed it. 
The liquor-sellers were absolutely given certain 


hours on Sunday in which they might ply their trade ii 
open defiance of" the state law, and they had the confident 
assurance that they would be unmolested in so doing 
Nor were they molested. 


Mr. Hosey as executive head of the city was responsi- 


ble for its administrative policy. No board of public safe- 
ty and no police department would go to the length oi: 
tolerating conditions that constitute open defiance of law 
unless the sanction came from somebody higher up. That 
precedent is well established in this city. If MY. Hosey's 
former performance in dealing with the Sunday saloon 
represents his conception of what constitutes law enfoiv e- 
ment and his idea of seeing that the .saloon obeys the law, 
he is shortly due for a rude awakening and some definite 
enlightenment on that point.

OF FORT WAYNE.

UNCLE SAM NEEDS AIRMEN. 


Not a Score Available Outside Army, 


Says Gen. Scriven. 


Washington, Sept. 22.—In the event of 


war it is doubtful whether a score of men 
could be found in civil life in this country 
who could be utilized by the army in 
aeroplane work, in the opinion of Brig. 
On. George S. Scriven, chief signal offi-
